likely that a college could make a great 
burglar of a man who has neither an ambi- 
tion nor a bent in that direction. Yet it 
could give a series of lessons on the prac- 
tical and mechanical side of the business 
that would be of inestimable value to the 
student, if he really has a foundation, how- 
ever crude, to build upon. There are many 
burglars who are now too old and feeble to 
follow their calling, and who have not suf- 
ficient political influence to obtain positions 
of trust under the local government. These 
men might form themselves into a faculty 
that would carry their college to success 
and make for themselves comfortable liv- 
iggs, if not colossal fortunes. 

Burglary being a perilous business, the 
college could teach not only the easiest 
methods of effecting entrances through 
barred windows, but also the quickest and 
easiest methods of escape in cases of alarm. 
It could also teach the subtle method of 
hypnotizing the mastiff and causing him to 
lead them to the valuables, and, in the event 
of being cornered, to turn and gather his 
master by the throat in order to choke off 
his cries for assistance. 

Many a burglar comes to grief for the 
simple reason that he doesn’t know his busi- 
ness. While doing his best to be faithful 
to his art and true to himself, he merely 
gropes in the dark, so to speak, without 
even a dark lantern of intelligence to guide 
his footsteps. 

A superficial course of legal instruction 
could be introduced to show the prospective 
burglars how to give the law a close shave 
with the razor of sagacity and still land the 
prize. A kindergarten department might 
ground them in the rudiments of the craft 
and carry them to the point at which they 
are proficient to pick a lock with an invisible 
hairpin or button-hook, Then there could 
be a course in the highwayman’s art and 
post-graduate courses in panhandling, flim- 
flamming, slack-wire walking, and wrestling. 
The slack-wire practice would enable the 
burglar to run like a deer or a moon-kissed 
tomcat along the top of a paling, and the 
wrestling would enable him to throw the 
head of the house and stun him, thus en- 
abling him (the burglar) to escape without 
taking life.
